He  always  gave  full 
credit  for  the  help  given  him  by  his  able  as- 
sistant, Coach  Lonnie  McMillian,  a  former  All- 
State  football  end  of  Johnson's  whose  term  of 
service  at  PC  is  now  second  only  to  Johnson. 

\X7E  take  pride  in  the  many  alumni  who  carry 
on  in  the  Johnson  tradition,  and  we  assure 
you  that  we  are  still  trying  to  inculcate  in  our 
students  the  qualities  which  are  now  nationally 
recognized  in  Johnson — unselfishness,  fair  play, 
consideration  for  others,  and  willingness  to 
overlook  all  petty  things  while  recognizing  and 
encouraging  the  best  traits  of  every  other  man.

PC    To   Make   Major    Fee    Increase  Next    Year 


DRESBYTERIAN  College  will  increase 
by  $222  per  year,  effective  next  Sept 


its  fees 
per  year,  etleclive  next  September. 

President  Marshall  W.  Brown,  in  making  the 
announcement,  said  the  soaring  costs  of  opera- 
tion in  this  inflationary  period  makes  it  neces- 
sary for  the  institution  to  readjust  its  fee 
schedule  as  all  other  schools  have  been  forced 
to  do  in  recent  years. 

The  increase,  which  goes  into  effect  with  the 
start  of  the  fall  semester  in  September,  1958, 
will  bring  the  cost  to  $557.50  per  semester  or 
$1,115  annually. 

Still  Below  Colleagues 

President  Brown  pointed  out  that  even  after 
this  adjustment  Presbyterian  College  remains 
below  the  average  of  its  denominational  col- 
leagues. Centre,  Davidson,  Hampden-Sydney 
and  Southwestern.  Other  South  Carolina  col- 
leges and  universities  also  have  been  forced 
to  make  sizeable  increases  and  plan  additional 
hikes  in  the  immediate  future. 

In  a  recent  letter  to  the  parents  of  PC  stu- 
dents, President  Brown  made  this  detailed 
explanation  of  the  increase. 

"This  letter  is  to  tell  you  of  a  change  in  Col- 
lege fees  recently  approved  by  our  Board  of 
Trustees  for  next  year.  The  new  rates  will  be- 
come effective  with  the  fall  semester  begin- 
ning September  8,   1958. 

Cost:  $557.50  Per   Semester 

"Under  the  revised  schedule,  the  total  ex- 
pense for  one  semester  will  be  $557.50  per  stu- 
dent. This  rate  compares  to  the  present  charges 
of  $446.50  each  semester.  The  new  schedule  in- 
cludes: tuition  cost  of  $250;  board.  $190;  room 
rent  and  service,  $67.50;  and  a  general  fee  of 
$50  which  encompasses  matriculation,  student 
activities,  medical  and  infirmary,  library  and 
all  laboratory  fees,  and  membership  in  the  Stu- 
dent Christian  Association. 

"We  sincerely  regret  the  necessity  for  in- 
creasing fees,  but  I  believe  you  can  appreciate 
the  position  of  Presbyterian  College  in  this  era 
of  soaring  costs.  All  institutions  have  been 
forced  to  make  considerable  increases  in  their 
rates  during  the  past  several  years.  Presbyte- 
rian College  has  made  every  effort  to  hold  the 
line  as  much  as  possible.     Records  show  that 


even  after  the  increase  PC  remains  below  the 
average  of  its  denominational  colleagues  Cen- 
tre, Davidson,  Hampden-Sydney,  and  South- 
western. Since  1940  every  one  of  the  other 
South  Carolina  denominational  colleges  admit- 
ting men  has  increased  its  charges  from  104', 
to  125',;,  and  some  additional  increases  are 
planned.  During  the  same  period  Presbyterian 
College  has  increased  its  total  charges  only 
62'.,  and  its  educational  expenditures  have 
already  increased  122'  i  per  student. 

Inflation  Hits  Colleges 

"We  all  know  that  the  cost  of  attending  col- 
lege represents,  in  some  cases,  considerable  per- 
sonal sacrifice.  Because  this  matter  of  cost  is  of 
such  immediate  interest,  I  want  to  take  this 
means  of  sharing  with  you  the  reasons  why  this 
increase  has  become  necessary.  Several  factors 
are  involved. 

"The  first  factor,  of  course,  is  easily  under- 
stood because  it  is  one  which  is  encountered  in 
every  family  budget.  A  college  is  not  immune 
to  rising  costs  any  more  than  is  any  other  fam- 
ily. There  is  no  magic  in  college  financing 
which  can  create  dollars  where  none  exist.  It 
must  pay  its  faculty,  pay  its  utility  bills  and 
insurance,  and  maintain  its  buildngs,  just  as 
does  every  other  institution.  These  costs  con- 
tinue to  rise  more  rapidly  than  our  ability  to 
meet  them. 

Faculty  Salary  Increase 

"Secondly,  we  face  the  moral  as  well  as  the 
economic  necessity  of  making  substantial  im- 
provements in  the  salaries  we  pay  the  faculty 
who  teach  our  young  people.  Many  of  our 
teachers  have  consistently  turned  down  more 
lucrative  offers  to  remain  at  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege, but  we  cannot  expect  them  to  continue 
this  sacrifice  indefinitely.  When  necessary  to 
make  new  appointments  to  the  faculty,  it  is  in- 
creasingly difficult  to  attract  top  flight  person- 
nel because  of  high  salaries  of  the  professions 
and  industry.  We  are  determined  to  correct 
this  situation  with  a  new  faculty  salary  pro- 
gram which  is  necessary  if  we  are  to  create 
and  to  maintain  the  kind  of  college  you  want 
us  to  be.   Improvements  in  the  salary  program

will  be  mailed  from  the  College  to  all  alumni 
within  the  next  few  weeks.

Alumni  Service  Award  for  1957. 

He  was  chosen  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  PC  Alumni  Association  at  its  annual  fall 
meeting  held  on  the  campus  recently. 

The  group,  in  its  unanimous  nomination  of 
Cornwall,  cited  him  for  his  outstanding  work 
as  president  of  the  Walter  Johnson  Club,  the 
alumni  athletic  organization.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  under  his  direction  during  the  past 
year,  the  club  had  raised  almost  three  times  as 
much  in  support  of  PC  athletics  as  had  been 
raised  during  any  previous  year. 

The  Alumni  Service  Award  is  given  each 
year  to  the  alumnus  who,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  has  performed  the 
greatest  service  to  the  Presbyterian  College 
Alumni  Association.  The  name  of  each  re- 
cipient is  placed  on  a  plaque  which  is  kept  on 
display  at  the  college. 

Cornwall,  popular  Clinton  businessman  and 
farmer,  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1925  at 
PC  and  served  as  class  president  his  senior 
year.  He  entered  Presbyterian  from  his  home- 
town of  Chester  but  remained  in  Clinton  after 
marrying  a  local  girl,  the  former  Miss  Ethel 
Copeland.  Cornwall  has  maintained  an  active 
interest  in  the  college  since  his  undergraduate 
days,  assisting  student  organizations  and  the 
alumni   operations   whenever   possible. 
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"GINNNNN  FRESHMAN!!" 

And  there  came  a  rude  awakening. 

The  first  week  at  Presbyterian  College  had 
been  "days  in  a  daze".  I  had  been  tested  by 
professors,  partied  and  pampered  by  upperclass- 
men  and  received  by  the  faculty.  The  fun  was 
short-lived,  for  on  the  same  day  that  classes 
started  the  famed  PC  "rat  season"  got  under- 
way. 

Bedecked  in  rat  signs  and  rat  cap,  with  stu- 
dent handbook  in  one  hand  and  books  in  the 
other,  I  started  my  career  as  a  freshman.  Ring- 
ing  in  my  ears  were  tales  of  rat  court,  goof-offs, 
rat  service,  names  of  hard  professors  and  "32 
easy  lessons  on  how  to  cut  class". 

The  student  handbook  proclaimed:  "You 
might  think  rat  season  is  useless,  but  in  the 
next  few  weeks  you  will  undergo  a  change  as 
radical  as  that  of  the  mutation  of  the  cater- 
pillar into  a  butterfly." 

"Yes  sir,  Mr.  Upperclassmen,  I'll  be  right  up 
to  polish  your  shoes,"  I  said,  feeling  just  like 
a   caterpillar. 

But  there  were  other  things  to  worry  about 
besides  rat  season.  Registration — with  its  con- 
fusion, long  lines,  endless  changing  of  schedules 
and  finally  class  assignments — was  behind  me. 
Now  the  problem  ahead  was  getting  that  elu- 
sive thing  called  education.  Classes  in  college, 
I  found  to  my  dismay,  are  quite  harder  than 
those  of  high-school  days. 

I  began  to  learn  about  the  campus.     Some

be  changed  to  read: 

"Officers  and  directors  shall  be  elected  by 
the  alumni  body  each  year  when  a  vacancy 
exists.  The  current  board  of  directors  shall 
serve  as  a  nominating  group  to  present  two 
candidates  for  each  of  the  positions  to  be  filled. 
These  nominees  shall  be  presented  before  the 
regular  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation, where  further  nominations  may  be  re- 
ceived. Mail  ballots,  bearing  brief  biographical 
sketches  of  the  nominees  and  with  provision 
for  write-in  candidates,  shall  then  be  sent  to 
all  alumni.  The  candidate  receiving  a  majority 
of  the  votes  for  each  office  shall  be  declared 
elected.  Where  a  majority  is  not  achieved,  a 
second  ballot  shall  be  sent  bearing  the  names 
of  the  two  leading  candidates  for  each  office." 

The  board  of  directors,  which  met  on  Novem- 
ber 16  after  influenza  caused  cancellation  of 
the  1957  Homecoming,  noted  the  fact  that 
alumni  are  being  asked  to  vote  on  present 
nominees  before  the  mail  ballot  is  approved. 
Cooperation  of  every  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion was  urged  as  the  best  method  by  which 
to  fill  the  exisiting  vacancies. 

The  directors  also  gave  unanimous  endorse- 
ment to  the  by-law  change  which  would  pro- 
vide every  alumnus  an  opportunity  to  cast  his 
ballot,  rather  than  restrict  the  vote  to  those 
present  at  the  general  meeting.

HOMECOMING    AT    PC    THIS    YEAR    BE- 

came  a  fatality  of  the  fall  influenza  siege. 
Scheduled  for  November  22,  the  event  had  to 
be  cancelled  after  the  College  closed  its  doors 
for  one  week  to  avert  an  epidemic.  Both  of  the 
football  games  against  Davidson  and  Catawba 
were  called  off  because  of  the  disease  which 
swept  the  PC  squad  and  the  opponents  alike. 
(At  its  height,  35  Blue  Hose  players  were  side- 
lined with  influenza).  Since  these  games  were 
not  rescheduled  and  since  PC's  final  home  en- 
gagement already  had  been  designated  as  Par- 
ents Day,  Homecoming  could  not  be  shifted  to 
another  weekend.  President  Brown  said  he 
could  not  recall  any  other  time  in  the  period 
of  his  long  association  with  the  institution  that 
PC  had  been  forced  to  stop  operations  com- 
pletely because  of  a  threatened  epidemic.  The 
prompt  action  at  this  time,  however,  is  believed 
to  have  prevented  a  serious  siege.

already  have  been  instituted  and  must  be 
continued. 

"Thirdly,  the  student's  share  of  his  instruc- 
tional costs  has  declined  steadily  over  the  years. 
while  other  groups — the  Presbyterian  Synods 
of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina,  alumni,  private 
and  corporate  donors  —  have  increased  their 
support  to  PC.  Even  the  new  rates  will  not 
cover  the  cost  of  educating  a  student.  Thus, 
every  student  in  the  College,  in  effect,  even  if 
he  pays  all  fees,  receives  a  substantial  scholar- 
ship. 

'"Presbyterian  College  realizes  that  the  fee 
increase  will  work  a  real  hardship  on  many 
worthy  students,  and  we  request  conferences 
early  in  the  year  with  students  whose  educa- 
tional program  is  threatened  by  the  increased 
cost.  Several  congregations  have  indicated  a 
willingness  to  establish  scholarships  to  aid  stu- 
dents of  their  own  congregations.  A  number 
of  educational  loans  are  also  available.  At  the 
same  time,  we  urge  students  and  families  to  be 
realistic  as  to  their  own  ability  to  finance 
educational  costs. 

"It  is  my  sincere  hope  that  we  may  have  your 
understanding  of  our  problem  and  your  co- 
operation in  interpreting  this  problem  to 
others."

BLESS  THAT  TIE! 


Football   team   loses   eight 

games   for  worse  record   since   '37 


JUST  one  other  year  in  the  history  of  PC  foot- 
*  ball  have  the  Blue  Hose  posted  a  worse 
record  than  the  one  entered  in  the  1957  book. 

Back  in  1937,  Presbyterian  gridmen  lost  all 
ten  games  of  a  rugged  schedule  that  included 
Georgia  Tech,  South  Carolina,  Clemson,  Fur- 
man and  Citadel.  They  scored  only  19  points 
in  the  process. 

This  season,  the  Hosemen  tied  one  of  nine 
encounters  during  another  rugged  campaign 
racked  with  two  cancelled  games  because  of 
the  wide-spread  influenza  epidemic.  The  points 
totaled  42,  but  the  most  impressive  single-game 
performance  came  in  the  0-0  deadlock  with 
powerful  Lenoir-Rhyne. 

No  one  felt  the  disappointment  of  the  1957 
season  harder  than  PC's  brand  new  coaching 
staff.  Head  Coach  Frank  Jones  and  assistants 
Clyde   Ehrhardt   and   Courts   Redford    arrived 


with  brilliant  high  school  records,  but  they 
faced  the  prime  handicap  of  taking  over — with- 
out preliminaries — shortly  before  the  season 
opened.  In  recognition  of  their  work  in  the  face 
of  hardships,  the  coaches  were  given  an  unani- 
mous vote  of  confidence  by  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation board  of  directors  which  met  on 
November  16. 

Halfback  Tony  Benson  of  Chester,  S.  C,  Full- 
back Ken  Webb  of  Decatur,  Ga.,  and  Quarter- 
back Bob  Waters  of  Sylvania,  Ga.,  produced 
virtually  all  of  the  fireworks  of  a  squad  which 
found  seven  freshmen  handling  varsity  assign- 
ments on  the  first  two  units.

DRESBYTERIAN    College    Athletic    Director 
Walter  A.  Johnson  has  been  selected  for  the 
Hall   of  Fame  of   the  National  Association  of 
Intercollegiate  Athletics. 

Announcement  came  from  NAIA  Executive- 
Secretary  A.  O.  Duer  who  said  that  Johnson 
will  be  honored,  along  with  other  nominees, 
at  the  Hall  of  Fame  banquet  in  St.  Petersburg, 
Fla.,  on  December  20.  He  will  receive  a  special 
plaque  at  that  time,  and  his  name  and  picture 
will  be  placed  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  located  at 
Helms  Hall  in  Los  Angeles. 

Now  Serving  43rd  Year 
Johnson,  now  serving  his  43rd  year  as  athletic 
director  at  PC,  was  selected  for  this  latest  hon- 
or because  of  his  outstanding  career  as  a  "con- 
tributor to  the  cause  of  intercollegiate 
athletics". 

Walter  Albert  Johnson  came  to  Presbyterian 
College  in  1915  and  he  has  labored  in  its  ath- 
letic plant  ever  since  that  time,  except  for 
leaves  of  absence  to  serve  in  World  War  I  and 
World  War  II.  He  was  head  football  coach  for 
the  first  25  years,  one  of  the  longest  tenures 
of  active  coaching  at  one  institution  on  record. 

Given  Honorary  Degree 
Four  years  ago,  Presbyterian  College  broke 
a  long-standing  rule  against  citing  one  of  its 
own  staff  members  by  awarding  Johnson  an 
honorary  doctor  of  laws  degree  at  commence- 
ment. The  trustees,  in  so  doing,  cited  him  for 
a  lifetime  "dedicated  to  developing  in  our 
youth  the  strong  sinews  of  Christian  manhood 
. . .  His  leadership  has  been  the  means  of  stim- 
ulating the  fine  esprit  de  corps  long  associated 
with  Presbyterian  College  students  and  alum- 
ni ..  .  He  takes  the  broad  gauge  view  of  athletics 
as  a  character  builder,  and  as  its  champion 
through  the  years,  he  has  reflected  credit  not 
only  upon  this  institution  but  upon  all  sports 
everywhere. . ."

pointed    out    by    PC    President    Marshall    W. 
Brown  in  these  words: 

"The  most  significant  thing,  perhaps,  about 
Johnson's  career  is  the  high  esteem  shown  him 
by  rival  colleges,  groups  and  individuals.  I 
recall  in  1935,  Johnson's  20th  year  with  PC, 
when  the  student  body  of  the  University  of 
South  Carolina  presented  him  with  a  sterling 
silver  service  in  appreciation  for  an  influence 
helpful  to  college  sports  far  beyond  the  campus 
of  the  institution  he  directly  serves. 

Clemson  Honors  Him,  Too 

"Five  years  later,  on  his  25th  anniversary  of 
service,  Clemson  shifted  its  annual  football 
opener  with  Presbyterian  to  Clinton  in  order 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  occasion.  And  a  voluntary 
contribution  taken  by  the  Clemson  student 
body  found  every  cadet  on  the  campus  donat- 
ing to  present  Johnson  with  an  engraved  desk 
set.  Then  more  recently,  several  years  ago, 
Greenville  named  him  honorary  mayor  of  the 
city  in  special  ceremonies." 

Where  Credit  Is  Due 

To  Johnson  goes  most  of  the  credit  for  devel- 
oping Presbyterian  College's  outstanding  ath- 
letic plant  and  its  well-rounded  sports  pro- 
gram. He  was  instrumental  in  establishing  the 
first  coaching  school  in  the  South  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  South  Carolina  in  1922  and  served 
as  football  and  track  coach  of  this  summer 
clinic.  He  played  a  vital  part  in  the  founding 
of  the  state  intercollegiate  track  meet  and  still 
serves  as  chairman  each  year.  He  first  brought 
college  boxing  to  South  Carolina.  And  it  was 
Johnson  who  set  the  pattern  for  night  football 
bv  giving  PC  the  state's  first  floodlighted  foot- 
ball field. 

These  accomplishments  will  be  honored  on 
December  20 — and  so  will  some  of  his  great 
victories  on  the  football  field.  But  the  biggest 
entry  beside  the  name  of  Walter  A.  Johnson  is 
the  influence  he  has  had  upon  hundreds  of 
young  men  in  teaching  them  to  give  every 
obstacle  a  hard,  clean  fight.

KIKER  SCORES  WITH  FIRST  NOVEL

THE     SOUTHERNER 

1  by  PC's  Douglas 
Kiker  '52  emerged  as 
one  of  the  leading  fic- 
tion selections  offered 
by  Rinehart  Company 
this  fall. 

This  first  novel  by 
the  young  Griffin,  Ga., 
native  is  now  being 
published  in  both  Eng- 
land and  Germany. 
And  even  as  the  fruits 
of  his  initial  literary 
effort  come  in,  Kiker  is  preparing  to  sign  with 
Random  House  to  produce  his  second  book, 
about  the  peacetime  Navy. 

The  Southerner  has  proved  to  be  one  of  those 
unusual  first  novels  which  clicks  with  the  read- 
ing public  and  the  critics  alike.  The  respected 
"New  York  Herald  Tribune  Book  Review  Sec- 
tion" included  this  assessment  in  its  September 
1  review  of  the  book: 

"Douglas  Kiker  is  a  young  novelist  who  here 
pays  his  respects  in  his  first  book  to  an  old- 
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fashioned  belief.  It  is  that  even  a  'problem' 
novel  should  entertain. 

"The  Southerner  is  a  story  which  is  designed 
to  hold  attention  and  it  is  narrated  as  compactly 
as  a  first-rate  mystery  novel.  It  is  narrated,  too, 
unusual  in  a  problem  novel,  with  wit  and 
humor  and  warmth,  and  with  an  engaging  qual- 
ity which  one  takes  to  be  a  projection  of  the 
author's  own  personality." 

The  "problem"  around  which  the  story  is 
based  centers  about  a  Southern  state's  school 
desegregation  test  case,  or  more  precisely  about 
an  assault  trial  which  is  a  by-product  of  the 
case,  and  of  a  young  reporter's  decision  to  be  a 
voluntary  witness.  It  moves  at  a  fast  pace  from 
start  to  finish,  swept  along  by  crisp  dialogue 

Douglas  Kiker,  an  outstanding  student  writer 
and  editor  during  his  undergraduate  days  at 
Presbyterian  College,  served  as  a  reporter  on 
the  "Spartanburg  (S.C.)  Herald"  and  the  "At- 
lanta Journal"  in-between  a  hitch  as  a  Navy 
lieutenant.  He  is  now  back  in  the  service  as  an 
instructor  at  the  Navy's  Officer  Candidate 
School  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  a  position 
which  provides  opportunity  for  his  writing. 
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
